Where Morden’s Lythrum has to be 
planted in back of Perenials (3 ft.), this 
new Robert does nicely in front as it 
grows only from 18 to 24 inches tall. 
Compact and densely growing flower 


spikes are covered with clear pink florets 


throughout the summer and fall making 


_ it an ideal cutflower. Good in sun or part 


shade. 


Hhododendrons 


Somewhere in your garden there should be a place where a few Rhododendrons 


would show off to good advantage. 


As a rule people are under the impression that Rhododendrons should always be 
planted in the shade or part shade. On the contrary, these Hybrids will thrive excel- 
lently and can be recommended for full sun as long as the soil is prepared properly and 
they receive sufficient water during the summer months. 

Too many Rhododendrons transplanted from entirely different climatic condi- 
tions, mountainous terrains, have been transplanted into this area with its low altitude 
and these Rhododendrons when taken out of their natural environment could never 


take real hold under our conditions here.

GOOD NEW BUTTERFLY BUSH 


Another large plant, classified as a 
shrub, is Buddleia (Butterfly bush). One 
of the newest and most desirable varieties 
in this group is Empire Blue. The sym- 
metrical bloom spikes are a very deep 
blue, and are present in great numbers 
all Summer until frost. Very easily 
grown, and requires no special care. 


ASTILBE MOST VERSATILE 


It is unfortunate that some home own- 
ers are limited in plant materials that can 
be used in their gardens because of too 
much shade, and/or too much moisture. 
It is very fortunate, on the brighter side, 
that there are some plants that can be 
used to advantage under these conditions. 
Mentioned before in this letter were 
Helleborus, Lythrum, and Hemerocallis 
Hyperion. Another one that is adaptable 
to a wide range of conditions is Astilbe— 
often called Spirea. Astilbe has flower 
spikes ranging from white to deep red 
and bronzy-green deeply cut leaves that 
are beautiful all of the growing season. 


The foliage rarely grows over one foot 
tall, but the flowers are tall spikes, some- 
times 2 ft. higher than the leaves. Bloom- 
ing during June and early July. There 1s 
room for this perennial in every sunny 
garden, and gardens with too much shade 
and moisture could very well use Astilbe 
in varieties for the predominant material. 


A WHOPPER OF A POPPY 
MARCUS. PERRY, the new giant 


among poppies is a strong grower that 
produces enourmous glowing orange- 
scarlet blossoms 8 to 10 inches across. 
Sturdy stems only 18 inches high make it 
desirable for front planting. Will not 
droop, therefore good for cutting, too. 


FOR THAT SHADY SPOT— 
HELLEBORUS 


To bring interest into your garden 
where it is a little too shady for most per- 
ennials, we highly recommend the Christ- 
mas Rose, or Helleborus. Thriving in a 
shady location, in well drained but con- 
tinuously moist soil, this perennial blooms 
in our climate from December through 
February. Flowers are large and single, 
in white and reddish purple colors. 

As cutflowers the Christmas Roses are 
very unusual and long-lasting. ‘The foli- 
age is leathery and evergreen, attractive 
all summer. Unless you already have a 
lime soil, the Christmas rose usually bene- 
fits by the addition of a little lime. 


PHLOX DIVARICATA 
Wonderful Perennial Ground Cover 


To solve the question of a perennial 
ground cover in your Spring-flowering 
bulb beds, try Phlox Divaricata. Not to 
be confused with the original small-leaved 
strain, this new Phlox Divaricata has 
proven hardy through hot summer or cold 
winter, provided its location is fairly well 
drained. This is truly a far superior strain 
of Phlox Divaricata. 

Very little used, this phlox is valuable 
enough for its year ’round evergreen foli- 
age. In the Spring it presents its blue 
flowers all during the tulip season. Does 
very well in part shade, and stands our 
hot summers, even if planted in full sun.

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SUMMER-FLOWERING HELIOPSIS 


To get variety in color in these stand- 
by plants, start with Heliopsis patula for 
a good semi-double, golden orange. Un- 
questionably hardy, this newest Heliopsis 
is famous for its ability to produce great 
numbers of flowers all Summer long on 
plants 2 to 3 feet tall. Foliage is a good 
deep green and the flowers make ex- 
cellent cutflowers. Any rich garden soil 
will grow this Heliopsis. 


COLORFUL PENTSTEMON 


Not all of our favorite Perennials have 
everything, but for some real outstanding 
colors try Pentstemon. ‘Though it has not 
always proved hardy, it is well worth 
the extra trouble a little winter protection 
might be. ‘The colors run from deep pink 
in dark red, on foliage that seems to be 
pest free. The flower form is very simi- 
lar to the foxglove flower. Pentstemon 
blooms all summer long, and prefers a 
sunny location with a rich, loamy soil. 


PLATYCODONS 


Some perennials especially desirable in 
this area do much better if planted and 
then left undisturbed in that location. 
One of these is Platycodon (Balloon 
flower) offered in two forms: Grandi- 
florum with a height at maturity of about 
20 inches; and Mariesi as a dwarf, grow- 
ing to about 12 inches. Platycodon pre- 
fers a sunny location, but is not to be 
overlooked for use in partial shade. Some- 
times mixing sand in the bed, or raising 
the level of the bed corrects the drainage 
problem. Platycodon blooms all Summer, 
and is offered in blue, white and flesh 
pink. A light well drained soil is best for 
this perennial.

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ROSES WITHOUT ROSE BEDS 


Here is an idea that is worth consider- 
ing for your perennial border. Try Flori- 
bunda roses to insure constant summer 
bloom. Floribunda roses are characteris- 
tically floriferous and neat. We think 
they will be right at home planted here 
and there among your perennials. This 
type of rose seldom gets over two feet 
tall, never crowds either above or below 
the ground. 

You will probably want to start with 
Fashion, but be sure to look over the 
complete list of Floribunda roses in this 
list. 


EXQUISITE FALL FLOWERS 
Easily Grown 


Anemone Japonica should be massed 
in your perennial borders whether part 
shade or sun. 

Plants grow fast if supplied with suff- 
cient moisture during dry months. All 
the varieties bloom profusely from Sep- 
tember into November and are excellent 
for cutting, We have imported several 
new ones this year. An especially beautiful 
variety is Anemone Alba. Single white 
blossoms similar to dogwood blooms. 
Plant grows from 3 to 4 ft. high. A well- 
established clump of this is surely a mag- 
nificent sight and has no equal among fall 
flowers. If at first you do not succeed 
with Anemones, don’t give up, try again. 
They reward your effort and once you 
have a well-established plant, it will grace 
your garden for years and years. Keep in 
mind that they like a rather moist soil and 
are especially beautiful and successful in 
part shade near shrubs.

LYTHRUM THRIVES IN 
POOR CONDITION 


‘Those of you that have what you con- 
sider IMPOSSIBLE GARDENING 
CONDITIONS should try the strain of 
Loosestrife or Lythrum, known as Mor- 
den’s Pink. ‘This very hardy perennial 
seems qualified to adopt itself to any and 
all conditions, and along with it, is one 
of our most attractive ever-blooming per- 
ennials. Grows 3 to 4 foot tall in sun 
or shade, dry or wet soil, and bears nu- 
merous spikes of pink florets all through 
the summer. Excellent for cut flowers. 


ASTER FRIKARTI ONE OF

A very nice blue or lavender-blue 
flower that does nicely in this area is 
Aster Frikartt. Very easily grown in or- 
dinary garden soil, it makes an excellent 
show in either full sun or part shade. The 
flowers are single, 2 to 21% inches across, 
and the plants grow about 2 to 21% feet 
tall. Blooms profusely all summer long.

HYPERION ANYWHERE 


One of the perennials that will grow 
almost any place, and can be transplanted 
any time 1s Hemerocallis, variety Hyper- 
ion. It will not bloom all summer, but 
does its producing during July and part 


of August. Many light yellow flowers are 


carried on erect 3 ft. stems. Hyperion’s 
foliage is desirable for its graceful arching 
effect. Extraordinarily vigorous and eas- 
ily grown. Very fine as a cut flower, and 
remember, it is a member of the “‘wet or 
dry soil, sun or shade location”? class. 


ON THE LOOK-OUT FOR INSECTS 

AND DISEASES... 

Very often the difference between a 
garden that blooms only in the Spring and 
one that blooms from Spring ’til Fall is a 
spraying or dusting program. A search 
for insects and fungous diseases should be 
made at least once a week, and control 
measures taken.

Wait until the soil is 
dry enough to crumble or fall freely from your hand after squeezing. If soil particles 
adhere to each other or form mud ball—it is too wet. New roots cannot force their 
way into earth that has been caused to cake by planting when the soil is too wet. Never 


let the soil get hard and caked around the plants.

Maturing at about 
fifteen feet, they never really get too 
large, yet with branches pruned high, 
they can be used as shade trees in small 
gardens.

Mulch them 


Dogwoods are not too particular as to 
soil requirements, but seem to appreciate 
a mulch of well-rotted manure applied in 
the spring and again in the fall. When 
transplanting use good soil—being care- 
ful not to plant them deeper than they 
were in the nursery.

Right Planting 


Planting too deep is usually fatal. It 
is very important that newly planted dog- 
woods be wrapped spirally with 3 or 4 
inch wide strips of burlap from the 
ground up about two feet or more for 
protection against borers.
